Mature Age and Riheieney 


An Eastern professor recently informed a gathering of Eastern educa- 
tionists that no person over 40 years of age should be permitted to teach 
school. This recalls that other dictum of that famous doctor who said that 
every person over 65 should be quietly chloroformed. Both statements fail 


to convince because they are so palpably overstatements. 


It is true, of course, that youth is becoming more insistent for recogni- 
tion in the world of affairs, mainly because the problems of the times ap- 
pear to call for that courage, initiative and energy which are compact of 
youth. The war robbed one generation of its birthright and opportunities. 
The depression appears to this generation to have repeated the process, That 
youth should be insurgent against conditions which they did nothing to bring 
about, is natural in the circumstances, and, possibly, salutary in the result. 


The Communist movement in Russia was energized by the youth of Russia; 


Mussolini recruited his Fascist army from the ranks of youth. Hitler has 
enrolled German youth under the Nazi banner. These are manifestation of 


youth's protest against forces inimical, they believe, to youth’s fulfifment. 


The trouble is to set a hard and fast line where youth ends and age be- 
gins. If that were possible, it would be possible more accurately to estimate 


the significance of the two statements and their many imputations and im- 


plications. But there is no such line. It is possible to cite instances innumer- 


able of men beyond forty who have proved great teachers of the young, and 
men who have 


would have been that much poorer.

In the political field, President Roosevelt, far beyond the assigned 


“deadline” of forty, has tackled the vast problems of his country with a |

hesitate, when the needs of his country called for drastic action, to scrap the | 
ideals of a lifetime for ideas of more practical efficacy in the crisis of the | 


hour. The youth of Russia, Germany and Italy accepted leadership of men 
beyond the “allotted span,"’ because these men oriented the chaos of ideas 
tortnriug the youthful minds. Youth, apparently, construed in terms of ab- 


stract qualities, cannot be measured by age,—which suggests the well-known | 


saying, “A man is as old as he feels.” 


There must be some reason for @ prominent educationist to make so} 


startling a statement to a gathering of educationists however. It is impossi- 


ble to believe that, with such an audience, he spoke in jest, in an idle mo-, 


ment or without proper forethought. Perhaps his inspiration may be found 
in the work of tae Spanish philosopher, Ortegay Gasset, who, in ‘‘The Mod- 
ern Theme,” has suggested that each generation is distinct in itself in that it | 
differs in its reactions to ideas and environment from the generations pre- | 
ceding it. If this thesis be admitted, it would follow, of course, that one 
generation’s viewpoint, being radically different from that of the one suc- 
ceeding it, the former is out of touch with the youth of its own day, and 
therefore not qualified to be its mentor, The more remote ‘the generation 
from that of school age, the more out of touch it would be with the student's 
ideas and ideals. 

Whatever the difference, custom has decreed that the one should be 
vested with the tutelage of the other. It is difficult to see how it could be 
otherwise. While there may be something in the contention that the genera- 
tion from which the teacher be drawn should not be too remote from that 


furnishing the school population of today, it must not be forgotten that the | 
knowledge gleaned from experience of life and living acquired by the older 
generation must be of inestimable value in preparing the young for their 


responsibilities, 


After all, no new social structure is created with each new generation. 
They may improve, or remodel,—and the social structure characteristic of 
western civilization is the cumulative result of such improvements. Some- 


thing constant is imparted from generation to generation however. So long 
as this condition exists, the accumulated experience of the past must retain 


its value and, finding expression through the process of education, in school | 


or in the home, be passed an to those preparing themselves for the duties 
and responsibilities of full citizenship. 
Youth demands recognition and should be recognized. But an intelligi- 


ble definition of youth, other than that of mere time, is necessary to com-

Hitler Rises At Six And Puts In 
Busy Day 

Hard work and utmost simplicity 
mark the daily life of Adolf Hitler, 
real dictator of Germany, now that 
the elections have returned him to 
uncontested power, 

Hitler lives in a small apartment 
in the new annex of the reich chan- 
cellory, completed only. two years 
ago. Only his faithful chauffeur, an 
old war comrade, with whom he has 
covered many thousands of miles all 
over Germany, and the latter's wife 
are sharing this apartment. She is, 
at the same time, his housekeeper 
and has even to do the chancellor's 
laundry. 

Frau von Davie; the vice-chancel- 
lor‘s wife, who lives only a few 
houses away in the Wilhelmstrasse, 
casts an eye from time to time over 
the bachelor-chancellor’s household. 
Sincere personal friendship now links 
Hitler with the aristocratic family of 
his former political rival. 

Hitler is an early riser, Though his 
day often ends late at night, he is 
always up again at 6 a.m. The tele- 
phones are already ringing when he 
takes breakfast between 6:30 and 
7:00, 

The personal expenses of the chan- 
cellor are very modest. He turns hs 
salary over to a special fund for 
needy families members of Stormers 
killed during the years of street fight- 
ing, or disabled Stormers, The large 
income Hitler may derive from his 
book and from his share in the “Voel- 
kischer Beobachter,” now Germany’s 
largest paper, are mostly spent for 
the upkeep of the Nazi party ma- 
chine. 

Hitler never attends any social 
events, but whenever he finds time 
he likes to go to the theatre or opera. 
Wagner's works are his favorites, 
For other recreation he reads as 
much as he can in his scant spare 
time. 

On the few week-ends which are 
not filled with official functions, such 
as the laying of cornerstones, un- 
veiling of monuments, or the meet- 
ing of some important professional 
or party organization, he rushe3 by 
aeroplane to Bavaria, to spend a day 
or two at his cottage at Obersalzberg, 
near Berchtesgaden among his be- 
loved Bavarian Alps.

Old Phonograph Discs Would Not) 
Work On New Machines 

The British Museum has phono- 
graph master discs on which, in, the 
olden days of horn recording, were 
registered the voices of famous men 
now dead. Some time ago a number 
of people gathered to hear Lord Ten- 
nyson speak from a disc made many 
years ago. Only a jumble of sound 
resulted, and it was found the disc 
would have to be played on a phono- 
graph in use at the time it was made, 
but no such instrument is in exist- 
ence. Engineers finally solved the 
problem, Putting the disc on a mod- 
ern phonograph they played the old 
cylinder and converted the harsh and 
unintellgible sounds into minute elec- 
tric waves, which were then passed 


through tone filters and transferred 
to a new master disc,

Nearly Perfect 


In these days, when so much 
fault is being found with the 
world we live in, it’ is quite a 
relief to note that, in spite of 
social and econumic unrest, 
there is one point upon which 
we can agree, Something which 
can be described as ‘nearly per- 
fect’’. 

There is one food which comes 
close to perfection, and that is 
milk, As a child grows, his diet 
is elaborated until he eats the 
same as the rest of the family 


but milk should be the back- 
bone of his diet all through his 
years of growth, when he is 
building the body which must 
last him throughout life, 

The child acquires a mixed 
act of milk, cereals nnd pota- 
toes, eggs, a little meat fish, 
fresh veyetables, salads and 
fruits, He needs milk because 
milk provides the enlcium that 
is required to build stvong bones 
and teeth He needs m Ik be- 
cause it furnishes vitamins 
which regulate the growth and 
development of the body. Add- 
ed to this, milk is a source of 
practically all the food elements 
which are essential to the body, 

The normal healthy child who 
has been properly trained likes 
tu eat. There is something 
wrong with the child who does, 
not enjoy his meals, or who has 
to be coaxed to eat. “There are 
several causes for poor appoti- 
tes. Eating between meals, par- 
ticularly candy, means that the 
child will have no ,appetite for 
regular meals, The tired or 
exited child is not interested in 
food. The child who has been 
shut indoors, with no opportun- 
ity to play or to get his lungs 
filled with fresh air, does not 
eat Well, 

Many children have what ap- 
pears to be a pour appetite, but 
this is, in reality, a bad habit or 
a wrong attitude towards food, 
The parents of such children 
Are often those who are over- 
anxious about their child. His 
failure to eat gets him a great 
deal of attention, while his par- 
ents fuss over him and talk 
about him or even threaten 
him. 

Every child should have at 
least one pint of milk a day. 
Milk can be served in many 
different ways as part of the 
meal, Variety in the the prepar- 
ation of foods prevents a mono- 
tonous diet. Milk can be used 
in various hot or cold drinks, 
and in soups, ‘There is an end- 
less variety of custards, Milk 
goes into junkets, cice puddings 
and ice cream. Meals which 
are based on milk are best, and 
they can be made most appetiz- 
ing.
